An Outlet for Beef 

The distancG from Lillooet to Howe 
Sound is ono hundred iiiiloH, or tliore- 
abouta. At itn lust Kossion, the Lcgis- 
latm-o approj^riatcd iivo thouHiind dol- 
lars towards constructing- a trail between 
these two points, over which beef cat- 
tle might be driven from the great 
grass ranges of the interior to the sef>- 
board, there to be sliipped to the 
principal; market at Victoria. The 
amount was palpably inadequate — 
probably a little less than ono half of 
what, it would require to make a pass- 
able trail. It appears that the chief 
difficulties to bo overcome are compris- 
ed within sis miles on the Lillooet end; 
BO that it was determined to apply the 
jaeagre appropriat'on towards forming 
that portion of the trail lying between 
this crux and the seaboard, leaving the 
six miles to- bo provided for in the 
future. Whatever of -wisdom there 
may have been in that determination, 
it will bo obvious that it must leave 
the trail, or so much thereof as might 
be made now wholly, luiavailablo, as 
there seems to be no means of evading 
the barrier presented by these six 
miles. At the \cry best, this arrange- 
ment would, therefore, have been tan- 
tamount to another twelve inontlis' 
delay in opening up the only apparent- 
ly available avenue througli wliich the 
stock-raisers east of tho Cascade Eange 
may find an outlet for the product of 
their industi-y, on the one hand, and 
through which, on tho other hand, tho 
communities on the seaboard might be 
supplied with domestic beef. The im- 
portance of the subject will be apjiar- 
•nt from a two-fold point of view : 
Tho large stock-farming interests of 
the interior are paralysed for want of 
such-an outlet; and the large commu- 
nities on the seaboard are, from tho 
same cause, consuming foreign beef 
in payment of which thS" country is 
being drained of its wealth at the rate 
of something like ono hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars a year. 
With the commencement of railway 
■works at the sea, the evil would, of 
course, assume very much larger dinien- 
sious. la view of all tho ciicamstaiices, 
. it seems, therefore, to bo of tho greatest 
importance, — a matter concerning no quo 
locality or interest, but tho whole Pro- 
yiuoe' — that au eifort should be made to 
secure theimmediateopeningof the entire 
line of communication, in order tbnt it 
might[be at once available. Au opportunity 
to do this would seem to bo prosontcil by 
tho railway survey now about being un- 
dertaken. A party of snrvcj-ors will i)ro- 
ceod to Howe Sound and work towards 
tho interior by the very route to wluchwe 
have been alj.uding. This T^axty must 
have a trail over which to pack their sup- 
plies; and tliey must liavo it througli to 
tho open country at Lillooet. Hero, then, 
aro two interests identical and pressing. 
What could bo more natural than that tho 
two should luiite' for tho common object 
of constructing tho inovitablo trail ? Let 
the trail be of a more substantial character 
than tho Federal exigences demand, and 
let it bo completed sooner than the Pro- 
vincialfinancoH might enable: and lot tho 
espeuBO be borne by tho two Govern- 
ments jointly. What could be moro rea- 
sonable and proper than that ? — nobody 
hurt and everybody bcnofittoJ. Those 
being our viows, it has atrordoil \\n much 
gratification to learn that Mr. Marcus 
Smith entertains the idea and, on his re- 
turn from Howo Sound, in the course of a 
few days, will, in all probability, ho pro- 
pared to make a definite proposition to 
the Provincial authorities, looking in that 
direction. It is duo to tho senior member 
for Lillooet to state that ho has boon ac- 
tively interesting hmiself in the scheme, 
by urging it upon tho autlioriti"H, and, 
wo aro happy to tliiuk, -with evury pros- 
pect of succeas. Wo would strongly re- 
commend the Government to meet Mr. 
8miUi in a liberal spirit in order to secure 
the immediate construction of a ;/uod 
trail. 

A Stohy is told of a Pront-h (^'cnt Ionian, 
who, having lost the bulli of his jirnporty

_ In Old Canada Juiie' is' chiefly dis- 
tiuguished for eeclesiastieal anniversary 
gatlioriugs. Ah has already been aii- 
nouncod, tho Wosleyan Conference, a 
Cliurch Court numbering some six hun- 
dred ministers, assembled at London on 
the Ith ill St., so that tho latest exohanges 
bring us tho rejjtn't of tho first, second 
aud third day'H proceedings. On tho 
first day it was announced that British 
Columbia was roprosunted by tho Itov. 
Mr. Buss, mid that gentleman was re- 
coivcil with w.arin aoclaniation, this being 
tho first occasion on which the Pacific 
I^rovinco hn? beou oftieially represented 
at the Confoi-ence. At the evening sitting 
the Committees on Union reported. Tlieso 
reports are verj' voluminous, containing 
nearly a hundred scqiarate sections. The 
Cniuu of the Kew ('oniiexion lu'aiu'li, 
soi)aiatod from the jiarent stem only by 
minor dill'erGiicos of organization and 
discipline, is first treated; and it is sug- 
gested that, should union extend no fur- 
ther, tho body should bo designated 
" Thellnitod "SVesloyaii Jletliodist Church 
of Canada." In ease! of a gcMun-al organic 
union of all the Methodist bodies, " Tho 
Motbotlist Church of Caniida" is recom- 
mondod. It is proposed to have a General 
Ooaferoiico, which shall meet every 
four years; and for the present; three 
ProvinciarConferenccs, which shall meet 
annually. Tho fonner body is to be c-om- 
po'sed (Mjually of niiiiisters and laymen 
in thii proportion of one for every eight 
mnriibpi-s of oaoh Annual tJoiifereiioo, tUo 
ministiu's to bo ideeted by b.allot, tho lay- 
men by the Diatriot Meetings. The Pro- 
vincial Qouforoncea are to be composed 
'of ' ininisters only, who shall meet annu- 
ally to transact all circuit business. The 
Ouneral C!onferenco will constitute tlio 
highoat legislative authority of the 
Church, but it may uot change any article 
of religion, nor establish any new stand- 
ards or rules of doctrine contrary to those 
now recognized, or destroy the ])laii of 
Itinerancy, nor make any change in the 
eoneral rules of the Society. The An- 
nual Conforuiicos the rejiorl divides and 
designates thus: "Huron," "Ontario," 
and " St. Lawrence." Considerations of 
time and space forbid our entering at 
greater length upon a consideration of tho 
reoonim'e?i^atioh8 of -the repott.jnst now.

Municipal Street By-Law to regulate the con" 
structlon, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City JiniitSf and to regu- 
late the' Public traffic theVebri. 

[4th June, 1873. j 

WHEREAS it is expedient for tlio good government of the City of 
Victorin, 13. C, to inako provisions for; the cOQstnictioQ, main- 
tainauce, and repairs of Streets .within the Oityliimts, tb® 
regulation of the public traffic thereon. , 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Municipal OoUncil of the City of Vic- 
toria, aa follows : 

1. No person or pei*sons shall ride or drive through any of tho l^ulj- 
lio Streets of the City of Victoria, at a pace oxcooding six uiilos an I'oiir, 
under a penalty not exceeding FiveDollara or such imprisonment ss the 
Stipendiary Magistrate may direct. . 

2. No person or i)er8on3 engaged or conconied in the erection, re- 
pair or alteration of any building, cellar or aowor within the Cifcy, shall 
be at liberty to occupy more than one-third of the width of the street, 
in front of such building, collar or sewer, with materials necessarj- for 
the erection, repair or alteration of such building, collar or sewor, un- 
lesS'he or they shall obtain permission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Committee of the Council, so to do ; and such pfii'.son 
or persons sliall, if required by tho 'Mayor and Council, or the SU-oct 
Coinniittce, erect siuili a fence and place such beacon lights aroiU'd or 
near to such building, cellar or sewer, as shall, by tho Mayor uud 
Opuniqil or the Street Committee .aforesaid, bo deemed necessaO' to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or personis 
neglecting or refusing to comply with tho provisiond of this Soctiott, oi' 
of any order made in 23''i''in:iii'^o thereof, shall, upon conviction) bo 
liable to a lino not excecdin;^ Twenty Dollars. 

3. No person shall throw or (;auso to be thrown, or deposit on anV 
of tho footpaths, sidewalks, highways, streets, thoroughfares oi' unj' 
public place within the Cifcy limits, any rubbish, filth, ashes, ofTal, yf 
any kind or any substance which may bo considered & jiuisanco by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, under a penalty not exceeding Twenty- 
Eivo Dollars or Ten days imprisonment at discretion of any Justice of 
tlie Peace, before whom such ofTender shall be tried. 

'1. No jier.sou or persons slial) iiiterujjt any highway or Puhlir' thor- 
oughfare within tho City limits, by erecting theroon any "fence, buil'Hnf, 
uairicade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break up oi' tiis- 
turb the surface of any Public street or highway uuleHS by permission 
of the Mayor and CotMicil or the Street Goiumitteo, on their behalf > and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
without delay, bo jiut in as gonil condition by such person or jjersons 
as it was before tho surface thereof was broken up or disturbed os 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, within a 
reasonable time, remove . all surplus dirt or rubbish that 
that may have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
tho surface of such public street or highway, and shall also keep Such 
parts of such public street or highway as shall have hoen broken np or 
disturbed by him or them, in good rei)air for tho space of throe moutlis 
thereafter. And any person or persons who shall be guilty of a bro(\(;h 
qf^the provisions of this Section may, on conviction thereof, bofinocl in 
any sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public place of the 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, asheo, corrioo, fish, 
offal or rubbish, or tlirow or cause any such thing to go into any sevver, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or water-course, or put the sanie 
into such a position tinit it may run into tho harbour or into any pond oi' 
reservoir for water, or cause any offensive matter to ninfrom anvun^nu- 
factory, stable, slaughterhouse, butcher's shop or dunghill or nnj un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence or wall, shfiU be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each oiTeuco. 

G. Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any privy oi- 
water closet within the said City, within the hours of six in tho niorui,jg 
and eight in tl'o evening, and who shall move along any thorouglifar<-' 
any night soil, soajj-loes, anxmouiacal liquor, or other such oflonyive 
matter, between the hours of six in the morning and eight in the even- 
ing, or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or cfti'riagc 
not having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully swoop or cleanse any such place in which any such offonsivo 
matter shall have been placed, spilled or dropped, shall bo liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars or not more than Eight Days' 
imprisonment for each offence. 

7. Any ])ersou or persons who shall wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
other^vise deface, or injure or destroy any bridge within the City limits, or 
who shall ride or drive over any such bridge at a pace faster than a ''^alk, 
shall be liable to a line not exceeding Ten Dollars or to impriaoniQent 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Four Days for each 
offence. 

8. No pcr.sou or persons, owner or driver shall allow his or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or upon any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City without having the same securely fastened to a 
post or block of metal not wdighing loss than thirty-five pounds, orleav- ^ ,„ 
ing some person in charge of the same, and any infraction of this 
section shall bo punishable by a line nut exceeding Ten Dollars or 
imprisonnieut for a term nut exceeding Four days. 

9. The Mayor and Council sh.'dl have i)owor under this By-La^v to 
grade, gravel, metal, or make any other improvements in any street, al- 
ley or thoroughfare, within the City limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deemed by them expedient. 

10. "When any street or portion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall be lawful i(n- the Mayor and Council, by on order in ^vvit- 
in"' to order the o\\ iior or ownei-sofany lot or Iota abuttingon such .stroot, 
or the agent or agents of such <jwner or owners to complete, at the ej- 
peuBO of such owner or. owners, the grading, gravelling or metalling of 
that portion of the street abutting upon his or their lotorlots, tbegi-ading, 
gravelling or metalling of which shall not have been completed by the 
Mayor and Council. And in tho event of any such person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to c()in])ly with any such order for tho Hpiico of 
Ouo day, or such other period as may bo specified in such notico, 
the said" Mayor and Council shall be at liberty to cause to be grJidoJ, 
gravelled or metalled tho portion of such street so ordered to bo graded 
gravelled or metalled by the owner or owners of the lot or lots abutting 
thereon; and the expense, costs and charges thereof, shall be recover- 
able at law from such owner or owners; and if such expenses, costs and 
charges be not paid by such owner or owners or his or their agent or 
agents, within soven days after notice in M'riting, of the amount thei'Cof ; 
or of any judgment recovered in respect of such exponnos, cost.4 UuJ 
charges, shall not be paid at once, the amount of such expenses, costs 
and charges of such judgment may be registered as a claim against the 
lot or lots abutting upon such street, tho owner or owners of which shall 
Lave been ordered and failed as aforesaid to grade, gravel or motfll the 
said street or some portion thereof. 

11. If tli(! owners of soven-tentliH in value of lots in or abutting on 
any street or any i)orti()n thereof, in tho City of Victoria, Hhall nign a 
requisition calling upon the Municipal Council to grade, mncadamiKC, 
pave, fence, drain, woter, light, sweep, lay down side-walks or otht,i- 
wise improve the said street or portion thereof, or if the occupiers of 
seTen-tonths of the lots abutting on any street or portion of any street, 
shall sign a requisition cidling upon the Municiiml Council to light, 
wat'ir, sweep or lay down sidii-walks in any such street orportion ofKUcIJ 
Htroet (as the case may be), flic siud Jfunicipal Council shall be einpow'- 
orod after giving in sucli manner as they alone shall deem oipcuiout, 
not loss than Kevcii days' iioiico of such intention to each of the o^vimrs 
or occupiers (as tho case may bo) of the remaining throe-tenths as shall 
not have signed tho requisition, to Irvy, tissess, and collect, a mto (not 
to eiceed the amount to be estimated and mentioned in that behalf in 
such requisition) upon the owners or occupiors (as tho case may 1)0) of 
the lots in and abutting on such street or portion of street, in ordfu- to 
carry out such improvements, and may apply tho rate whon collected ,u- 
cording to the jirayer of suoh reqiiiBltion, tho Municipal Council approv- 
ing such rocpusition, in suoh manner as they may appobit by By-La\v. 

12. No person shall wantonly fire or set off or disohargo any gUiiH, 
pistols, cannons, sqilibs, crackers, ol- fire-flrbrks-'of any kind or descrip- 
tion, nor shall wear or carry on the person any • loaded fire-arms 
or dangorouH weapons about the person within tliocity limits under a 
penalty not oxceodihg Twenty-Five Dollars for each offenco. 

13. Any person or persona failing to comply with any Trovision of 
this By-Law or any part thereof shall bo subject to tho penalties herein 
stated}' and such penalties shall bo recoverable suramorily before any 
Justice'oif the" Peace having Jurisdiction within tho limits df the said
